Iiicle or private property in 
ihe City of Sierra Madre, un¬ 
less the concent of such 
owner or occupant shall be 
given.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

ON THE NEW 

FICTITIOUS NAME LAW 


I. QUESTION: When does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971. 


11. QUESTION: What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 


2. QUESTION: Who must file the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 


3. QUESTION: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company"; or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 


4. QUESTION: What is the purpose o^ (he ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is really dealing. 


13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER; Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been any "change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 


5. QUESTION; Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 


14. QUESTIQN: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 81/2 by 11 -inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms for identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 


6 . QUESTION: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 


7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process tor 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must bo commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication.

One only gets exactly what 
as a minimum security facility, and the minimum security he pays for, ,no more and no 
prisoner is the one that is being turned back out Instead less, 
of being confined, so there is a lesser number of these 
particular people who are being confined. The other thing 
they say is that tliey need facilities closer to urban arca.s, 
to be convenient for prisoners’ families to visit, and I 
think from the standpoint of administration, perhaps it is 
easier for them to administrate in more of an urban area; 
but I think there arc a lot of reasons for keeping it open 
in that area. 

RKJHARDSON: Isn't that rather a contradiction, that 
the whole iwlicy of the correctional facilities, or rather 
the prisons, a number of years ago was to take a man 
from the community whore he was having all the prob¬ 
lems and take him away from that environment, so to 
speak, so he could be rehabilitated and put back into 
the community under a better set of circumstances? 

BERRYHILL; That is right. 

RICHARDSON; Isn’t it unique, too, because the people 
of the Susanville area do not mind having a prison there, 
in fact, they want that facility? 

BERRYHILL: You can’t believe the support that is 
being generated in that area to keep the prison there. 

Remem’oer that for Lassen County, in particular, closure 
would mean a decrease of about ten per cent of their 
income. 

RICHARIXSON: When you build a prison, one as¬ 
sumes it is going to lie around for awhile. My second 
question is: Why in the world do you find contemporary 
penologists keep insisting that a man be kept in the 
community, especially when we have such a fantastic 
rise in the crime rate. 

BERRYHILL: Certainly. We never used to keep our 
doors lock down on the ranch. My brother, as an example, 
was gone in the middle of the day for an hour and ho 
was wiped out. So crime is an important thing in rural 
areas. We have a lot of problems with it. 

RICHARDSON: One thing I am concerned about, and 
I think it is a legitimate concern, is that we do what we 
can to fill up these prisons again and try to get the crim¬ 
inal off the street. Closing the Susanville facility certainly 
isn’t going to help. Do you think it would help for people 
to write and ask that the facility bo kept open? 

BERRYHILL: You are right. Lassen County is a 
small county in a political entity. It’s not a great in¬ 
fluence, so we iire asking otlier people In the state to 
suppoi't us in this endeavor to try and reverse the trend. 

I think one way to reverse the trend is to keep the facility 
at .Susanville open.

1 had a lot of calls after this story appeared first 
and many of my readers expresed concern that I had 
gone out on a limb. They wore really worried that I might 
not be able to back up my allegations. There were other 
calls telling me that it was dangerous to uncover politi¬ 
cal corruption and that I might wind up in a ditch some¬ 
where. 

Well, maybe so, but I have long contended that cow¬ 
ardice is not the weapon to win and keep freedom in 
a free country. We havo far too much of it now. Free 
speech is only valuable If you use it, and if this takes 
“guts” it’s o.k, with mo. I’ve been around too long to cut 
and run now. 

This column is a one man job. I have been writing 
it for over 10 years. I have never pulled an honest punch 
and I intend to keep bringing pertinent information to 
the people and let the chips fall where they may. 

This is why you will find many news items in this 
column that you will not find printed anywhere else, and 
why you will read it in this column before it is printed 
or broadcast by anybody else. 

I was amused to see who was blasting President Nixon 
for removing some of the price controls, because they 
were the very same Congressmen and Senators who had 
accused the President of using price controls to estab¬ 
lish an executive dictatorship over the nation. First they 
blasted the President for resisting price controls, then 
they blasted him for using them wrong after they passed 
the price control law themselves, and now they are at 
him again for removing them. They damn him if he 
does and damn him if he doesn’t. 

Decontrolling rents in Southern California will not 
seriously affect renters. Rental units have been overbuilt 
here for some time and the rental business is very com¬ 
petitive. The tough nut to crack on high rents is the high 
property taxes. ’Twenty-five per cent of the amount charged 
for rent is property taxes. If we want lower rents the 
best way to get them is to stop the rise in property taxes. 

No other industry in California has this high a prop¬ 
erty tax burden. Of course private homes have it but they 
are not income producing.

If So You Must

* New Law in effect: 


A prediction that 3(X1,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
Arm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weda in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where thm has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
Ui9 name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is rei^y dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop’’ and the 
shop is redly owned and operated by “Richard Roe’’ or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,’’ the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.
